
It was not olsar whsther he was specifically Interested In the Ordnance 
Proving Ground, or In the training of German offioere in the U.S. or 
idiether ho merely wanted to see a big A nay installation. Wes Aberdeen 
hie suggestion or cure? The same applies to the two universities that 
were on the schedule. Did he specifically want to see those two schools 
or Just two famous places of learning? 

3. As you know, Pullach Bast has liad considerable experience in 
scheduling the visit Of German officials. If CAUSA 1 S trip is to be under* 
taken under CUBAKK auspices I would like to suggest U\at we stick as closely 
as possible to the procedures developed for UJLflACO. If, on the other hand, 
ODACID assumes the primary respond hill ty then I believe that the OCACIU 
procedures should be complied with fully and the trip should be scheduled 
and arranged within the framework of the regular exchange program. In the 
latter case KUBAHX could well provide some additional spending money and 
we could arrange with ODACID for extending the Washington part of the visit 
by a day or two to accomodate briefings by and meetings with KUBiRK per- 



il. The suggestion that CAUSA cone here early In January 1957 was 
turned down because Washington may be a bit alow to get back to work after 
the holidays, because of the need to dear up the backlog which accumulates 
during the holiday season and because seme of the people CAUSA would want 
to see will be busy with the Inauguration of the President and the opening 
of Congress. A somewhat later date would bo much better. 

5. In this connection it seems to us that it might be desirable to 
o cabins CAUSA 1 s trip with that of fan lex and the CAVA XL President. Wo 
nlAnn*d to discuss with CAUSA the problem* of CAVA XL along the llnss of 
£- recent memoranda. Such a combined trip would give us ample oppor- 
tunity to Impress on CAUSA our views on CAVA XI and it may also raise the 
prestige of CAVA XL to have their chief travel In such exalted company. 

Prom a purely selfish point of view we can handle much easier one visit 
of three or four than two visits of one or two each. There may be good 
reasons against having CAUSA travel with any other Individual but we would 
like you t o give serious consideration to the suggestion.
